The New Religious Reformation 


The observance of the Whitsuntide season is at once a 
great Christian joy and the realization of a serious Christian 
responsibility. We celebrate with joy the Birthday of the 
Church in the Pentecostal Gift, when the tongues of spir- 
itual fire fell upon the first disciples. But we do not cele- 
brate it as a mere past, transitory event. The Pentecostal 
Gift is “no transitory marvel, the decoration of the first 
age and the despair of every other.” It is the glorious 
possession of every generation through which it grows into 
an ever larger and larger realization of the Divine Truth, 
and brings with that larger truth the profound responsi- 
bility of bearing witness to that Truth in the contemporary 
world. 


Christianity is essentially a religion of the Spirit. While 
it represents the Eternal Truth “once and for all delivered 
unto the Saints,” yet it must be recoined in the terms of 
life and experience and thought of each succeeding gen- 
eration. It is through this perennial process of reinter- 
pretation that it preserves its dynamic vitality and bears 
a living witness to the world. Professor Edward S. Drown 
has clearly and beautifully stated this truth in the intro- 
ductory chapter of his book, “The Creative Christ.” “For,” 
says Dr. Drown, “That Jesus Christ is the same yesterday 
and today and forever means that He is the Man of the 
ages. There is in Him that which can appeal to and satisfy 
the thoughts and hopes and aspirations of every period of 
human experience. That Jesus Christ is always the same 
does not, therefore, mean that He can always be appre- 
hended in the same way, or that His value and meaning 
for human life can always be understood and expressed 
in the same terms. His greatness eludes any complete 
human understanding. The best that any age can do is 
to make Him real for that age, and then to hand on to new 
ages the ever recurring task of understanding Him anew, 
as human life changes and as new problems call for new 
solutions. The revelation of God in Jesus Christ must con- 
stantly be reinterpreted. It must be at once conservative 
and progressive. It must be conservative in that it seeks 
to conserve the value and meaning of that revelation. But 
it must also be progressive, or, perhaps better expressed, 
contemporaneous, in that it seeks to understand the revela- 
tion in accordance with the life of its own time, and to 


apply its meaning to the thoughts and problems of that. 


time. We sometimes forget that those whom later ages have 
rightly regarded as champions of orthodoxy were often 
in their own times innovators, as they sought to put the 
old truth into new and living form.” 

We should keep this thought constantly in mind, and 
especially at the Whitsuntide Season when we are called 
upon to open our hearts and minds for the new revela- 
tion of the fuller Truth of God in Jesus Christ through 
the Gift of the Holy Spirit. 

The history of Christianity is the story of the witness 
to an eternal truth and life in ever-varying forms of ex- 


pression. While these changes of forms are constantly 
taking place there are special times when rapid and larger 
changes take place. These periods are known as periods 
of “reformation.” The development process is often con- 
ceived as perfectly gradual and even in its movement. But 
that is not really true. There are times when sudden and 
more profound changes take place, as in the physiological 
development at the time of adolescence. 

Harry Emerson Fosdick has defined this process of re- 
ligious growth through perennial reformations in a chap- 
ter entitled, “The New Reformation,” in his challenging book 
—“Adventurous Religion.” “All through Christian history, 
therefore, the gist of every vital reformation has been the 
endeavor to recover the freshness of spiritual experience 
again, regain the spontaneity and vigor of the soul’s im- 
mediate awareness of the Divine Presence, brush through 
the accumulated debris of conventionalized religion to the 
living foundations of the spirit from which all true re- 
ligion comes. If, then, we need a religious reformation 
today, there is essentially nothing new about it. It is the 
same kind of reformation which the Master brought into 
the formal and stereotyped religion of His time. One im- 
mediate problem in the Master’s ministry was the contrast 
between vital Judaism as he had doubtless found it in His 
home in Nazareth, and conventionalized Judaism as it was 
exhibited in the official religion of his generation. It was 
against such stereotyped religion, with its lack of human 
sympathy, its exclusiveness and its hypocrisy, that Jesus 
hurled his most terrific denunciations, and the struggle 
against it led his footsteps by inevitable paths to Calvary.” 
Dr. Fosdick is bold to prophesy another such reformation 
in our day because it is absolutely inevitable. “This per- 
ennial necessity or recovering liberty and movement in 


religion, of thawing out its frozen forms, restoring spon- 


staneity and creativeness again and so replacing static 
rigidity, which is death, by freedom and progress, which 
are life, is the clear lesson of all religious history whether 
in Christendom or out of it. The process always is dis- 
turbing, but a religion which lacks the vitality to attempt 
it, which no longer has creative powers strong enough to 
grow impatient of old formulations and to cast them off 
when they are obsolete, is already as good as dead. The 
power of reformation is to religion what the power of re- 
cuperation is to health. ... At any rate, the new refor- 
mation is quietly but pervasively on its way. Fear it, all 
those who do not wish Jesus Christ taken in earnest! But 
no one else need fear it. One of the greatest hours in 
Christian history will have struck when once more the 
religion of Jesus takes the center of the scene.” 

There are many signs of this impending new religious 
reformation. We are all aware of a spiritual unrest and 
a deep, fundamental revival of religion throughout Chris- 
tendom. All serious magazines contain articles on religion 
in practically every issue. Many of them, it is true, are not 
profound in thought, but they are all evidence of a new 
awakening of the need of real religion and a yearning and 
seeking for it. Together with this revival of religious 
thought is the pervading conviction that the contemporary 
churches are not adequately satisfying this religious need. 
Hence the necessity of a reformation in the Church. 

There are many prophets of this reformation. We have 
stated Dr. Fosdick’s prophecy. One or two more illustra- 
tions will suffice. Dean Inge has recently stated that “The 
times seem ripe for a new birth of religion and spiritual 
life, which may remould society as no less potent force 
would have the strength to do. But the Churches have to 
a large extent turned the religion of the Gospels into a re- 
ligion of elaborate rites and ceremonies, of privileged cour- 
tiers, of spiritual monopolies; a religion of gaudy promises 
and horrible threats. Or, when these inducements seem to 
fail, it has been completely secularized and supposed to 
be a promise of a good time coming. The apparent failure 
of Christianity has been very largely due to the fact that 
these practically irreligious appeals have lost their co- 
gency. They no longer appeal to the younger generation 
as they did to our grandfathers. These appeals upon which 
so much of the power of the Church has been built up in 
the past, have lost their cogency and therefore there has 
been an apparent decline in the influence of the Church. 
But as these appeals have no foundation in the Gospel of 
Christ, as they are broadly untrue and as they are not re- 
ligious, I do not think that we need regret that they have 
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lost their power. And if, in turning away from them you 
ask: Is it true that the really religious and spiritual appeal 
of Christianity has lost its power? I do not think it has; 
I see no reason to think so.” 

Professor Charles A. Ellwood begins his book on “The 
Reconstruction of Religion,” with these words: 

“A crisis confronts religion in the modern world. A 
New Reformation is necessary within the Christian Church, 
if it is to survive, beside which the Protestant Reformation 
will seem insignificant. Like all our other institutions, re- 
ligion is in revolution. Either some new form of Chris- 
tianity or sheer atheism will soon become dominant in the 
more advanced nations, with agnostic scientific positivism 
as a third possibility. A fourth possibility, of course, is 
that our whole civilization may revert to a lower level, and 
that older and cruder forms of religion may again appear 
and become common. The final outcome of the religious 
revolution through which we are passing is not yet discern- 
ible; but its possibilities are, and it is time for thoughtful 
men to choose among these possibilities while they are 
still free to shape the future of religion.” 

There are many ways in which this new religious refor- 
mation will find expression. We cannot consider them in 
detail, but they will all strive to conserve the fundamentals 
of the Christian Faith while finding newer and fuller ex- 
pressions. The New Reformation will maintain Christian- 
ity as essentially a Spiritual religion. It will restore the 
Universality of the Christian religion and unify the broken 
and impotent fragments of the Christian Church. It will 
restate the fundamental truths of the Gospel in terms of 
modern thought. It will restore what Bishop Brent has 
termed, “The lost ethic of the Christian religion.” This 
ethic will find full expression in terms of the enlarged 
modern social relationships in social, industrial, political 
and international life. It will restore the true place of the 
Cross in the Christian Faith. In the efforts to correct the 
too formal discipline and harsh rigors of Puritanism Chris- 
tianity has degenerated in many places into a soft, super- 
ficial religion of illusory asceticism. The greatest need of 
all will be to restore the inner, spiritual joy of spontaneity 
and creativeness of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Professor 
Jacks has explained this need so clearly in his book, “The 
Lost Radiance of the Christian Religion.” 

In an article entitled, “Adventure,” in this issue, the Rev. 
John W. Suter, Jr., has voiced the need of cultivating the 
Christian spirit of venture, hope and trust in the youth of 
today. One of the causes of the present unrest of youth 
is the failure of the Church to develop the spirit of adven- 
ture and quest in the hearts of youth and the substitution 
of a myriad of petty, restrictive rules, conformities and 
laws. Both the State and the Church are equally guilty 
in this respect. The Church has adopted, in too large pro- 
portion, technical proprieties, metaphysical dogmas, elab- 
orate programs, worldly sagacity, mechanical organization, 
standardized questionnaires and cog-wheel conformity, un- 
til the spirit of the joy of creativeness, the enthusiasm of 
adventure and the inspiration of the prophetic vision is 
well-nigh crushed out. This is especially fatal to the de- 
velopment of the spiritual life of youth. Professor George 
Coe has clearly explained this fact in his book, “What Ails 
our Youth?” as follows: “The variability of youth—a grow- 
ing religion; this is the natural contact that has been largely 
missed. Our faith was not made and finished nineteen 
hundred years ago. Probably Jesus himself never thought 
of such a possibility. Rather, the writer of the Fourth 
Gospel expressed his spirit by attributing to him these words 
‘I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear 
them now.’ The writer of this Gospel goes as far as to 
say that the incarnation of God that is in Jesus is to be 
continued through the ages in his disciples. It is a matter 
of simple historic fact that we do not reproduce the re- 
ligious life of apostolic days; that we do not copy Refor- 
mation piety; that under the ancient phrases of our faith 
there flows a stream of changing experiences and duties. 
There is a. lack of living thought, lack of initiative and 
creative urge, lack of divine discontent in a world in which 
the spirit of the Divine is, ‘Behold, I make all things new!” 
To the eyes of youth it appears that religion is devoting 
itself to minor ends, though major ends be professed; that 
religion has become institutionalized, unprophetic, and self- 
deceived. It gives insufficient encouragement to individ- 
uality, initiative, real thinking and judgment, and creative- 


ness; it fails to assimilate the implications of freedom, and 
as a consequence prepares us to endure instead of correct 
the blunders of the past. Why, then, do we not assume 
that with us, as with youth, life is experimental; that it 
is exploration, not mere repetition? Our religion calls upon 
youth to conform, but the spirit of youth commands, ‘Ex- 
perience for yourself; explore; create.’ The supreme need 
of modern youth is conscious participation with God and 
fellow men in the creation of a new order of society—a 
really new order; one that aims at fundamentally fresh and 
universally good social experience. Dealing creatively with 
the deepest values—this is the proper work of youth, a work 
that best leads on into a creative, not stereotyped, maturity. 
Shall youth do this within recognized religion or outside 
of it?” | 

Professor Coe has raised the great, critical question be- 
fore the Church of today. Shall the expression of the crea- 
tive spirit in religion and the new reformation take place 
within the Church; or, as in many times in the past, will 
the Church, by its ultra-conservatism and _ reactionary 
methods compel that religious movement to take place out- 
side of it? 


Up to quite recent times there were hopes that the former 
alternative might soon happen. There was an increased 
spirit of Christian humility, simplicity, tolerance, unity and 
ethical earnestness in all branches of the Church.- But, 
unfortunately, there has been lately a recrudescence of 
denominationalism, literalism, traditionalism and _ intoler- 
ance. Fundamentalism, whether of the Biblical or institu- 
tionalist type, seems at present to discourage this movement 
within the Church. 

Professor Kirsopp Lake, in his book, “The Religion of 
Yesterday and Tomorrow,” describes vividly the process 
by which the spirit of Fundamentalism in the Churches of 
today compels many people, especially the youth who would 
think clearly, to go outside the Church to find a free outlet 
for the real spirit of Christ in their lives. He states the 
possibility of this resulting in a gradual development of a 
new form of Christianity. 

Allan Hunter suggests the same possibility as does Dr. 
Coe, namely: that youth will be compelled to find the reali- 
zation of their religious life outside of the organized 
Churches; in his recent book, “Youth’s Adventure:” “Today 
can be heard an increasing murmur against organized, con- 
ventional, perfunctory religion. It tends to preoccupy the 
minds of its adherents with outworn formulations of past 
experience rather than to occupy them with the task of 
solving present problems. It tends to put its own enlarge- 
ment above the development of personality. But despite 
our indebtedness to the past, there is a greater obligation, 
the obligation to discriminate, and select and readapt and 
change these cramping systems. Toward these systems, 
Age seems to be abnormally cautious. It is here that the 
gap between the older and younger generation begins, and 
it will not be easily bridged. Cooperation is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult. For there are many with whom those 
who demand sincerity can not come to terms at all. Tra- 
ditionalists completely under the grip of systems and habits, 
they have become obstructive by nature. They do not be- 
lieve in self-expression for others, in frankness or the taking 
of risks. They will use all their power to entangle us in 
the red tape into which they have wound themselves. It 
only remains to go on without them.” 

And when we consider that not over one-third of the 
. youth of America are in touch with the Church in any way 
whatsoever, they are truly going on without the influence 
of the Church. 

Thus there are disturbing signs that youth is going to do 
this work outside of the Church. It has frequently been 
noted of late that young men of intelligence, moral passion 
‘and = spiritual vision are refusing to enter the ministry. 
They are taking up the many altruistic and humanitarian 
vocations in social work, education, journalism, etc., where 
they hope to find a free outlet for their idealism and moral 
passion. Choice spirits within the Church, such as “Dick” 
Sheppard, are preaching the Gospel in the highways and 
byways. In a recent sermon Mr. Sheppard said “Not in- 


side this Church but outside, if I ever get a chance, in 
Church or chapel or village green, I will preach this great 
religion, greater than that which exists today, a religion

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No one could have attended the recent 
THE SNYOD. Synod in Seattle and come away other than 

encouraged about the condition of the Church 
on this Coast. There was an atmosphere of hopefulness, 
of cheer, of confidence in all the meetings. It was not the 
conventional optimism of the boosters’ club, or of the be- 
liever in the smile-and-everything-will-be-right philosophy. 
The tasks of the Chuch and their difficulties were nowhere 
overlooked as far as I could see. We faced our failure in the 
matter of support of the National Council’s work. We rec- 
ognized them in the mission field. We noted the immense 
power of the movements working against the Christian 
marriage and many another Christian ideal. We did not 
evade questions and problems. But there seemed to be a 
fine and generous confidence, a faith that the Church’s 
work could be done and would be done and a happy sense 
of our unity. 


There were perhaps not quite so many deputies as on the 
occasions when the Synod has met nearer the center of the 
Province. But each year the interest and responsibility of 
the deputies increase and each year the business is better 
done. Each year also the gatherings of the various Church 
organizations become more important. The Synod has be- 
come a miniature General Convention. The Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, G. F. S., Daughters of the King, Y. P. F., hold their 
meetings. Conferences on Education and on Healing added 
to the profit of the occasion. It was all very stimulating, 
very inspiring and full of real devotion and longing to 
spread the Kingdom of Our Lord. 


Before this comment appears, the 
CONVOCATIONS thrée Convocations will have held their 
spring meetings. Calvary, Santa Cruz; 
St: Peter’s, Oakland; St. Paul’s, San Francisco, are the hosts. 
The programs are excellent, rather more varied and inter- 
esting than usual. They have set one thinking about con- 
vocations and their purpose in the life of the Diocese. They 
were organized originally to further the missionary work. 
They have grown in importance and scope. One might say 
that they have four very well defined functions. The first 
is an official accounting for the work that is going on. 
The Diocesan Convention meets only annually. Its schedule 
is always crowded. Its reports must be brief. It is not good 
for the work of the Diocese, however, to be carried on with- 
out the constant check which comes through reports. In- 
deed it is good for none of us in his work to be without 
that kind of check. The Convocation meeting is primarily 
the occasion when reports are made of the missionary and 
educational and social service work, when questions can be 
asked and the whole business of the Church scrutinized. 
But such reports have another side—they are informative. 
They let Church people in general know what is going on. 
The discussions as well as the reports all have this educative 
appeal. To spead information is the second function of the 
Convocation meeting. 
The third follows naturally. The Convocation has to plan 
for the work which it can carry on as a convocation. In the 


‘vision of Diocesan development the convocation looms 


large. More and more it will have to become the link be- 
tween Diocese and parish. There are many activities which 
can be carried on better under convocational than dio- 
cesan auspices. The Executive Committees may more and 
more come to be convocational councils to act -with the 
Deans; and as the Diocese grows it may gradually put into 
the hands of the Convocations much which it now takes 
charge of itself. It would seem to me that the Convoca- 
tions should keep that future in mind as they discuss and 
plan their work. 

Finally the Convocation meeting is inspirational. That is 
a much abused word. It is frequently used to mean gen- 
erating steam which moves nothing but the kettle top. It 
connotes singing and much talking. But after all. the word 
cught to mean something very real. It ought to mean that 
9 meeting sends us away inspired to higher vision, greater 
carnestness of purpose. deeper sense of duty. We need to 
get together for such inspiration. We need the Convoca-

tions in order to do our own work better. 

And so I close this comment on Convocations by reminds a

The Wayside Cross Pilgrimage

The Pilgrimage to the Wayside Cross near Parkfield was 
again a memorable event. The party this year was smaller 
than last, on account of the lateness of Easter and the close- 
ness of the meeting of the Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific. Some 500 miles were traversed and fourteen par- 
ishes and missions were visited. It was a great opportunity 
for strengthening the bonds of fellowship and faith. 

The party left Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, on Satur- 
day, May 14th, at 9 o’clock in the morning. On the way 
down the Peninsula stops were made at Burlingame, Palo

Alto and Santa Clara. At Burlingame we were met by Dean 
Brewer. and some of his parishioners and were shown the 
beautiful interior of the new St. Paul’s Church. It is lo- 
cated on the main highway just beyond the attractive euca- 
lyptus drive so well known to motorists. The building with 
its tower and gothic windows and churchly atmosphere re- 
minds one of the country churches of old England. It 
is entirely free from debt and is a monument to the con- 
secrated labors of its rector, the Rev. W. A. Brewer, dean 
of the Convocation of San Jose. Prayers were offered for 
the success of the Pilgrimage and for God’s blessing on 
the church’s work. 


Palo Alto was the next stop and again a cordial welcome 
awaited the Pilgrims. The rector, the Rev. Oscar Green, and 
some of his parishioners, escorted the party over the re- 
cently erected Parish House, of which the Diocese may 
well be proud. In addition to the fine auditorium, attrac- 
tive guild rooms, and well equipped kitchen, the building 
has one convenient feature that is worthy of note. Under- 
neath the stage in a big cupboard are kept tables, folded 
compactly together on roller trucks, which at a moment’s 
notice can be wheeled out into the main auditorium on 
the occasion of parish dinners. It was a pleasure to see 
Mrs. William Ford Nichols and we were sorry that en- 
gagements prevented her from accompanying us. Deli- 
cious refreshments were enjoyed and the pilgrims pro- 
ceeded on their way. 

At Santa Clara another group of church people awaited 
our arrival. This litthe community is predominantly Roman 
Catholic, being the home of a Franciscan Mission and of 
the Jesuit University of Santa Clara. Our church is small 
and has had many discourgements. At present the Rev. 
Mark Rifenbark of San Jose is priest-in-charge, while Mr. 
William Ward, a student at Stanford University, acts as 
Lay Reader. There is a parish organization known as St. 


'Margaret’s Guild, and the ladies of this society had artis- 
tically decorated the little Parish House with beautiful 
flowers and had prepared refreshments for the visitors. An 
encouraging feature of the work here is the recent addition 
of several new comers of initiative and devotion. 

Leaving Santa Clara about noon the party motored on to

Gilroy, a distance of thirty miles. Here our St. Stephen’s 
Church is in a flourishing condition, thanks to the leader- 
ship of the Rev. Sydney Thomas and his family. The church 
owns a large strategic corner and has a well equipped plant 
of church, parish house and vicarage. The grounds are 
beautifully kept and the buildings have recently been com- 
pletely renovated at a cost of more than $1,500. A number 
of vestrymen, together with members of the guild, greeted 
the pilgrims, and entertained the party at luncheon. There 
is a wonderful spirit among the people at St. Stephens, 
and it is always a joy and privilege to visit them. After 
luncheon short talks were made by Mrs. C. Edward Holmes, 
President of the House of Churchwomen, and the Arch- 
deacon, and a brief prayer service was held in the church. 

The way from Gilroy led over the San Juan grade with 
its scenic beauty to Salinas and thence on through the 
dairying centers of Gonzales and Soledad to King City, 
where the evening was spent. 


At King City, 162 miles from San Francisco, we have St. 
Mark’s Church, an attractive little mission with a loyal band 
of workers. They are ministered to by the Rev. J. A. Tan- 
cock, Rector of St. Paul’s, Salinas, and under his guidance 
the work has prospered. A parish supper had been pre- 
pared and an enjoyable social time was spent with the peo- 
ple in their parish house. This building was erected a few

years ago without any assistance from the diocese and is 
a monument to the consecration and loyalty of the women 
of St. Mark’s. 


Sunday was a beautiful day, although quite warm. Last 
year the Pilgrimage was in April and that is undoubtedly 
the best time to hold it, for then the wild flowers are in 
glorious profusion and the weather is at its best. Leaving 
the hotel at King City just before 9 o’clock, we journeyed 
along the highway and paused for a few moments at our 
little Mission Church in San Ardo. This is the smallest 
church in the diocese and is soon to be re-painted, thanks 
to a gift from the children of St. Matthew’s, San Mateo. 
A stop was also made at Bradley, where we do the only 
religious work in the community. Services and Sunday 
School are held in the public school building. 

Leaving the main highway at San Miguel, 202 miles south 
of San Francisco, we journeyed eastward over the moun- 
tains to the Wayside Cross. The way led through Vineyard 
Canon where the old Padres used to raise grapes for sacra- 
mental wine. The winding road led into Indian Valley, 
where there is an old coal mine with plenty of coal, al- 
though poor in quality. It is said that this coal mine was 
discovered when the Padres were building San Miguel Mis- 
sion. The work of construction was handicapped by the 
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frequent disappearance of the Indians. The latter were 
followed and traced to the black rock that burned, and 
they were found to be worshipping this as a god. The 
padres ordered soldiers to extinguish the fire, whereupon 
the Indian chief denounced them with a curse and said 
that the coal would thereafter never give warmth. By? 
strange coincidence the mine has never been a ‘SUCcCesag

Adventure 
By The Rev. Joun W. Surer, Jn., in The Spiril of Missions. 


In dealing with our children and young people in mis- 
sionary endeavors we must consider carefully what attitude 
we wish to have them cultivate in regard to the spirit of 
venture. Do we want them to grow up to be men and women 
who never take risks for the cause of the Kingdom, or do 
we wish to have them share to some extent in the spirit of 
daring which has characterized many of the greatest mis- 
sionary leaders of history? 


As we have seen in articles appearing these pages of The 
Spirit of Missions many months ago, there has to be a theory 
or a philosophy of missions, and what this theory is de- 
termines to a large extent the habits and attitudes of our 
pupils. We now see that there has to be not only a philoso- 
phy of missions, but also a policy. For instance, one plan 
is to gather in all the missionary money you can, then 
count it, then undertake as much missionary work in the 
coming year as can be paid for by the amount of money 
already gathered. This is the policy of Pay-as-you-go, or 
Extreme Carefulness. Another plan, followed from time to 
time by various Churches and groups is to forge ahead en- 
thusiastically, engaging in pieces of work which are so 
important and so thrilling that somehow the financial sup- 
port is obtained from people who, seeing how splendid the 
work is, find the appeal for help irresistible. This is the 
Pray-as-you-go policy, or that of Extreme Trust. Between 
these two extremes there are many middle courses, but in 
general the missionary temper of a given Church may be 
described as either Careful or Venturesome. Which charac- 
teristic do we want to develop in the boys and girls of our 
Church today? 

Interesting light is shed on this problem from the pages 
of an important book entitled The Man Christ Jesus, by 
W..J. Dawson, published by the Century Company, New 
York. One of the most interesting chapters is called Mis- 
sionary Enterprise. In this chapter the following passage 
is significant: 

“The second instruction which Christ gives to these sev- 
enty missionaries is a counsel against all worldly prepara- 
lions. They are to carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor shoes. 
Here again Christ intentionally overstates the case, for the 
purpose of calling attention to a particular truth. That 
truth is the peril of worldly sagacity in its application to 
spiritual propagandas. Worldly sagacity is not totally con- 
demned; St. Matthew amplifies this instruction with the sig- 
nificant words, ‘Be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harm- 
less as doves.’ But wordly sagacity, if allowed unrestricted 
license, is deterrent of enthusiasm. Had Paul in his great 
missionary journeys waited for a complete organization of 
resources he would never have started at all. The con- 


quering army creates its own resources by its conquests. - 


Great movements cannot wait on questions of finance and 
commissariat. . . . Crusades usually begin in the ardent 
hearts of solitary enthusiasts, and the material means of 
success are elicited in the degree of the enthusiasm. No 
benevolent crusade was ever justified by worldly sagacity. 
Its deadliest enemy would have been the astute organizer 
of victory, unwilling to stir an inch till its machinery was 
perfected. A resolution and ardent faith achieves triumphs 
of which worldly sagacity never dreams. Christ, in utter- 
ing this counsel, enunciates a folly which has repeatedly 
proved wiser than the wisdom of the world.”

How to Organize a Church Vacation Bible 
School 
By Rev. H. H. Suires 


The problem of organizing a Church Vacation School is 
less formidable than it seems. It is the purpose of the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education in the Diocese to give herewith 
a sketch of sucha school in actual operation first of all, and 
then a word as to the organization of the faculty. 


An ordinary school will be divided into three departments 
—the kindergarten, the primary and the main school of the 
children beyond the primary age. Each of these three de- 
partments will usually be conducted separately for most of 
the morning, with the primary and main school children 
coming together for the last period of manual work. 

The program for the primary and main school will be 
similar in all respects. It is the most expedient practice to 
begin the morning’s work at 9:15 a. m. At the hour for the 
session to begin the children are lined up outside the doors, 
the boys in one column and the girls in another. The boy in 
the first place will carry the American flag and the girl in 
similar position will carry the Church flag. While a march 
is played on the piano, first the girls march in and then the 
boys. They will remain standing, each in front of his or her 
chair, with the flag-bearers in front, facing the children. 


With the superintendent of the department leading, the open-— 


ing exercises then take place. First there is the salute to the 
American flag, followed by a verse of “America,” and then 
the salute to the Church flag, with a verse of “Fling Out the 
Banner” following. The rest of this opening period of ten 
minutes is consumed with the saying of a few prayers, the 
reading of the Scriptures and a hymn. 

At 9:25 follows the story period. A story is told by either 
the rector or superintendent. This may be a missionary story 
or a story with some good moral. There are scores of good 
books from which these stories can be obtained. 

At 9:35 follows a fifteen-minute memory work period. 
Hymns, psalms, the books of the Bible, the Catechism, the 
Church Year and certain other portions of the Bible may be 
used at the discretion of the leaders. Little buttons or other 
little rewards encourage progress. In this period the leader 
will need a few helpers. 

The music period takes the time from 9:50 to 10:15, and 
some one at the piano and the leader is all that is necessary. 
Hymns, national songs and California songs are used for the 
material. Words are mimeographed or written on the board. 
School yells are learned also and led by the children. 

From 10:15 to 10:30 the children are dismissed for recrea- 
tion. It is a good thing to have the play supervised by two or 
three assistants. 

At 10:30 a half-hour is given to the study of the Bible 
course which has been selected for the session. As part of 
this period impression is fostered by allowing the children to 
act out the lesson. This is not necessary but the dramatic 
method is a useful one. Simple pageants can be worked up 
which will be of service for the closing day exercises. 

The hour from 11:00 to 12:00 is given up to manual work. 
Boys will be taught in woodwork or modelling or weaving 
or in the making of simple radio receiving sets or in any 
other form of work interesting to boys. The girls will be 
taught in sewing or embroidering or knitting or in the mak- 
ing of artificial flowers or weaving or painting and in other 
similar activities. The work is supervised by the superin- 
oa but assistants are needed for each group of ten or 

een. 

School is dismissed at 12:00, without coming together 
again for closing exercises. 

The kindergarten department can be handled easily by 
one or two persons. The program here follows the usual 
kindergarten practice. There are opening exercises after 
the marching in with the flags, memory work, songs, games, 
instruction in the Bible and such simple manual work with 
paper, scissors and paste as is adapted to the kindergarten 
age. The Bible work and the manual work can be correlated 
here as in the other departments if deemed advisable. The 
hour for dismissal of the kindergarten is 11:30. 

To organize the school it is advisable to select three per- 
sons who will take charge of the three departments. The 
general superintendent may be either the rector or a fourth 
person, If this is not possible, one of the department super- 
intendents may act as general supervisor. First call a meet- 
ing of these persons and talk over the whole program and 


get an idea of the general working of the plan of the whole 
school. It can then be determined how many other as- 
sistants will be necessary to run the school. It will be found 
that many women who take no part in religious education 
work will be glad to give an hour or two a day for, say, a 
three-week period. The largest number will be needed for 
the last period and many women who feel that they can not 
teach will give of their time and talents for the manual 
work. A school of two hundred can be run with a staff of 
fifteen. A small school can be run with a half-dozen teachers. 

A three-week period immediately following the public 
school session will be found to be the most workable. 


The Glen Park Work 


It is with great pleasure this article is written about a 
new and unusual development of Church work among us, 
due to the work of one woman, a new Sunday School, a 
Mothers Club, a Young People’s Fellowship, an Auxiliary, 
and a Tuesday Group alternating on Bible Study and cur} 
rent topics have been started and are in vigorous health. 

Mrs. Richard Fuidge, with some help from a Presbyterian 
neighbor, Mrs. Kernan, is responsible for the starting of 
this splendid and surprising achievement. After a survey 
of several blocks twenty-six names were secured and the 
Sunday School started. Four young people from Trinity 
Church volunteered their services and the work began four 
Sundays before Easter. Excerpts from the local paper will 
give an idea of the extent of this work. “The attendants 
at the Glen Park Sunday School, the Sunday before Easter 
was 100 children and twenty adults. Easter Day 150 per- 
sons were present at the service with Mr. Pillsbury as 
Lay-Reader. Our offering at the Annual Rally at St. Ste- 
phens was $30. Rather good, we'll say. The Rev. Walter 
Doty administered Baptism to eight children at the service 
the Sunday after Easter. A weenie roast at the beach on 
the past Friday was a jolly affair of the Fellowship. Rev. 
Hugh Gilchrist of Westminster Presbyterian Church was 
a most welcome speaker last Tuesday. 

“Our ‘Bring One’ buttons are growing in favor. 

“We are waiting for the ice cream promised us by the 
Archdeacon when we should double our unmbers. 

“A visitor last Sunday from Trinity, Mr. W. W. Phillips 
talked to the pupils of his visit to the Holy Land. His 
hearers were much interested particularly in his reference 
to the splendid work of the Boy Scouts at Jerusalem. Later 
a group of boys fired by the speaker demanded a troop 
here. Their teacher is trying to see a way, and has since 
appealed to Mr. Phillips for his help. 

“The Young People’s Fellowship is enjoying its Friday 
evening meetings when dancing and games are in process 
after business matters are completed. This Fellowship, 
led by Mr. Bachelor, reports its present membership at 35, 
with 40 or more in attendance. The Dramatic Section 
and a dance committee are busy on an affair at George 
Washington Masonic Temple on Friday, June 10. 

“We do need a Church woman who is experienced in 
various kinds of fancy work to lead a group of in-between- 
age we during the coming vacation. Won’t somebody 
offer 

“The Auxiliary is busy planning for a bazaar in August, 
proceeds of which are to be used for school needs. The 
President, Mrs. A. L. Breckinridge, announces meetings on 
the third Tuesday of every month, directly after the Tues- 
day Group meetings. 

“Mrs. Kernan, being not quite happy among us, has re- 
turned with her children to her place in Westminster Pres- 
byterian Church. We are grateful for what help she has 
given us. | 

“Upon request of the Tuesday Group, Mr. Phillips was 
induced to give his Travel Talk before them, when he proved 
so entertaining that his hearers kept him on his feet an 
hour and a half. 

“Against our better judgment we are compelled to mark 
time in the Boy Scout matter until we shall be able to 
take over the premises we are now using where there is a 
large basement floor which could be converted at small 
expense, or shall obtain some other like place. Our Su- 


perintendent, Mr. Pillsbury, is in urgent need of additional 
teachers preferably with some experience; since we have 
nine classes and only four teachers. 

“A solemn and very beautiful administering of the Bap- 
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tismal rite of the Lutheran form and a forthright and in- 
spiring sermon by the Rev. Herbert P. Schroeder of Bethel 
Church held our close attention yesterday. In ringing words 
he reminded us of the injunction laid on parents to bring 
the children to the Baptismal Font at an early age, know- 
ing and believing that the Holy Spirit worketh in them 
unto salvation strengthening them for the temptations of 
the world and the flesh which they must later meet. In 
this time of so much indefiniteness about vital matters it 
was heartening to hear the sure tones of “Thus saith the 
Lord.’ The lovely white altar with its crucifix flanked by 
the glowing candles, was a mass of white blossoms and 
green branches, and with the font and the four candi- 
dates grouped at one side, the seventy pupils present seated 
in a semi-circle on the floor (we have no chairs) and the 
adults grouped in the rear, made an unforgettable impres- 
sion.” 

This is but a portion of what has been already accom- 
plished with no financial backing, and all activities held 
in a private home. A suitable house as a center for work 
is an absolutely necessary next step, and it is hoped it will 
be secured soon. Such a property can be rented for a very 
modest sum. A field ready to our hand groops of children 
young men and women and older people are ready to help 
and be helped and guided into the life which brings peace 
and joy. In the experience of 45 years in clerical work, 
I have not seen a field more responsive and we pray the 
Church may see its way to being what it claims to be—a 
Mother Church.

Successful Synod at Seattle

The Synod of the eighth province met at Trinity Church 
Seattle on May 18, and was said by those who attend regu- 
larly to be the most inspiring synod this province has ever 
had. The inspiration was undoubtedly due to the presence 
of the Presiding Bishop, who delivered the sermon at the 
opening service. He stressed the unity of all Christians 
through the body of Christ, and emphasized the corporate 
idea with St. Paul’s words that when one member of the 
body suffers the whole body suffers with it. The Bishop 
said that he came to encourage and not to criticize, and 
by way of encouragement he said that a four per cent in- 
crease had been made in our communicant strength last 
year, and that our province had led the church. He also 
said that in 1923 we were giving 73 per cent of the askings 
of the National Council for missionary work, but in 1926 
we gave 87 per cent. There was, however, a cut in the 
amount of work the church was able to do because of lack 
of proper support, and the only reason that the National 
Council showed a balance in their 1926 report was that we 
had reversed the teachings of Jesus by doing only the work 
for which we had the money in sight, instead of insisting 
that the work had to be done and then getting the money 
to do it. The Presiding Bishop said that America is God’s 
last chance to save the world, and that our church is the 
institutiqgn through which America can be led to take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 

The department of religious education in their report 
voiced dissatisfaction with the way in which week-day re- 
ligious education is being taken up in states where there are 
no laws to interfere. These states are not taking advan- 
tage of their opportunity. Teacher training is being pushed 
all over the province with good results. 

In the report of the Department of Missions, Bishop Par- 
sons presented a resolution to unite the missionary bud- 
get presented by the province to the National Council. The 
pian now in vogue permits the missionary Bishops to pre- 
sent their respective budgets, after consultation with each 
other, but the diocesan Bishops have no consultation to- 
gether and present theirs individually. It was thought by 
the upholders of the resolution that the present method 
did not obtain the right amount of support from the Na- 
tional Council for the diocesan work. The missionary 
Bishops were afraid that if this resolution passed and. was 
accepted by the National Council that their budgets might 
be cut. After a great deal of discussion and many speeches 


the resolution carried. 
Bishop Sumner of Oregon reported for the department of 
social service and in his report brought up the serious 


question of marriage and divorce. He said that the church 
should speak boldly on the subject and ever teach that 
marriage is a sacred institution. This province is outstand- 
ing in the divorce evil, and the difficulty should stimulate 
us. Men’s hearts’ must be changed, legislation will help, 
and we must reason with youth and teach that trial mar- 
riages are a sin and abhorrent in the sight of God. Law 
enforcement bodies are overcome by the magnitude of the 
problem and are swinging into the order of the day. The 
clergy should organize the people of their communities to 
fight this evil. Banns should be published a week before the 
wedding, and there should be uniform divorce laws in all 
states. The district attorney should be required to appear 
at every divorce trial and oppose it. There was a great 
discussion of the difficulties and a committee was appointed 
to investigate further and report at the next Snyod. 


The climax of the Synod was reached at the mass meeting 
held in the Shrine Auditorium. Massed choirs from all of 
our churches in and around Seattle sang the old familiar 
hymns, the Bishops and clergy sat on the stage and there 
were about 2,000 people present. Bishop Parsons spoke on 
“The Church’s Mission to the Unevangelized,” telling of the 
serious situation confronting us with two-thirds of the world 
still non-Christian and sixty per cent of our own country 
in the same condition. He said that the average subscription 
from our church for all missionary work is ten cents a 
week, and only four cents of that for missions outside our 
own country. The reason for missions is not profit, pro- 
tection, or good business, but love of Christ. 

The Archbishop of New Westminster and Metropolitan of 
British Columbia, the most Rev. A. U. De Pencier was pres- 
ent at the sessions of the Synod and made the second 
address at the mass meeting. He stressed friendship and 
fellowship between the United States and Canada and said 
ihat it was this that has kept peace between the two coun- 
tries. He said that America was started as a Christian coun- 
try, and that the British owe their greatness to their love 
of God. ““We must consolidate our forces if the world is to be 
won for Christ. God has given us a great inheritance in 
our church, and we must pass it on to posterity.” 

The department of Christian healing gave an encouraging 
report, saying that interest is increasing, the point of view 
broadening, and in some parishes religion is becoming a 
topic of conversation at dinner parties because of the work 
of Christian healing. Several of the Bishops spoke on the 
subject as did the clergy, and many helpful contributions 
were added to the subject. 

The joint session was addressed by Miss Mabel Lee Cooper, 
the Very Rev. Harry Beal, the Rev. R. M. Trelease, and the 
Presiding Bishop. The keynote of the session was evan- 
gelism with some practical hints for carrying it on. The 
presiding Bishop spoke particularly about our relationship 
with headquarters. “A lot of people have been worrying 
about the title of the Presiding Bishop. The dignities of 
my office have rested lightly upon me, but the responsibili- 
ties heavily.” 

The social and recreational sides of the synod were car- 
ried on in the usual fine way. There were boat trips, 
dinners, teas, a reception, and splendid hospitality extended 
to all delegates by the good people of Seattle.

The Diocesan Treasurer of the United Thank Offering 
reported that seven parishes and missions more than last 
year had had a part in the Offering and that the amount

Mrs. Campbell led the prayers in the Prayer Partner- 
ship, giving some information regarding the missionaries 
who are our Prayer Partners. 

The speaker of the afternoon was Bishop Parsons, just 
returned from the Synod. Before his address on the World 
Conference on Faith and Order, the Bishop gave us news 
of the Synod, which he considered very successful on the 
whole. A resolution was adopted there to be sent to all the 
clergy of the province asking their prayers on Whitsunday 
for the Conference at Lausanne. He the spoke of the basis 
of the conference in the belief that if those representing 
the Communions that accept the Nicene Creed can come to- 
gether in the spirit of Christ, much can be accomplished 
in the way of mutual understanding. The World Confer- 
ence of Missions that met in Edinburgh was so fruitful in 
better understanding of the pnactical matters of Chris- 
tianity that it led Bishop Brent, in our General. Convention 
at Detroit, to suggest a World Conference on matters of 
belief... A committee was appointed and prepared to issue 
an invitation to all Christian Communions. The invitation 


stated that the Episcopal Church in America, looking with’ 


sorrow on the divisions of Christianity, and knowing: it: to 
be contrary to the mind of Christ, and recognizing that no 
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church is without fault in this division, hoped for a World 
Conference, not to pass resolutions, but to discuss points 
of union and difference. 


A gift of one hundred thousand dollars from the elder 
J. Pierpont Morgan enabled the committee to set to work 
in earnest. The first task was to interest the Communions 
in this country. The Congregationalists were the first to 
respond and then the Christian Church. England was next 
interested. Then came the War and nothing could be done 
for the Conference. Later, the invitation was carried by 
a delegation of the committee to Constantinople, Alexandria, 
Antioch, Rome and the Scandinavian countries. The re- 
sponse has been such that all Christian Communions that 
accept the Nicene Creed, except Rome, wlil be represented 
to the Conference in Lausanne. The committee does not 
aim at a program for unity. This is a step in a long process. 
The Reformation took a century. The Conference will be 
the first representing every great Christian Communion to 
meet to discuss the fundamentals of faith in the spirit of 
brotherly love and without desire for immediate results. 
Bishop Parsons closed his talk with the prayer for the 
World Conference. 


The offering, $19, was for the Lausanne Conference. 


Dr. Deems spoke for a few moments about the Asilomar 
Conference, stressing the desire for the presence of the rec- 
tors and recommending that their vestries make provision 
for their expenses. He also urged the presence of the men 
over the week-end when the conference on the Church’s 
Program will take place. Dr. Deems closed the meeting 
with prayer. 


Synod Resolution. World Conference—Faith and Order. 


Whereas, The Church through the General Convention is 
leading in the movement to encourage world church unity 
through the Lausanne Conference and, whereas: we believe 
that only through the working of the Holy Spirit can we 
even approximate this sacred and desired goal 

Be it Resolved: That this Synod requests the Bishops of 
the Province to urge the Clergy and Laity to prayer on Whit- 
sunday and during the time of the Sessions of the Confer- 
ence that it may be guided through the Holy Spirit into all 
truth and that the disrupted and divided church of Christ 
may be reunited as the one Body of Christ. 

Be it further Resolved: That the widest publicity be given 
these requests through publication in Diocesan papers and 
through notices sent by the Bishops to the Clergy indicating 
the suitability of the prayers, on Church Unity, in the new 
and present Prayer Book and the prayers issued by the 
Commission on Faith and Order. 


Dr. Bonner Leads European Summer School 


The Rev. Arthur Bonner, D. D., head of the Department of 
English, College of the Pacific, is leading a summer school 
tour through Europe. The distinctive feature of this tour is 
the fact that credits will be given on college work for the 
study done on this trip. It is the first time that this plan 
has been put into operation on the Pacific Coast. 

Dr. Bonner was ordained a few years ago in the Diocese 
of California and has charge of the church at Oakdale, 
California.

An Endowment of the Corporation Sole 
By Rev. M. Bours 


As is well known the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of the 
Diocese of California has in due process of law been con- 
stituted a Corporation Sole empowered to hold and to con- 
vey title to real estate and to transact such other business 
as may appetrtain to the acts of such a legal institution. 
The Bishops of the Diocese in due canonical succession 
become such a Corporation Sole. 

Under the chairmanship of Dean Turner, the Convocation 
of San Francisco held in St. Paul’s Church, San Francisco, 
Tuesday evening, June 7, an important meeting, at which 
Mr. Victor J. Robertson, Senior Warden of St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley, read a paper full of valuable suggestions in regard 
to missionary work. Various comments on the excellence 
of the paper followed. 

In order to enable our Bishop more fully to engage in 
pioneer endeavors to capitalize missionary opportunities 
in sections of the Diocese, where adequate support would 
not at first be available, it was proposed to raise, as a Cathe- 
dral Foundation, an endowment of the Corporation Sole, 
say in the neighborhood of $20,000, in stocks and bonds, 
to enable Bishop Parsons and his successors in office to use, 
at that figure, a presumptive income of $100 a month ‘to 
help finance new missionary undertakings until such a field 
so assisted might become more nearly self-supporting, when 
such assistance, in the discretion of the Bishop, would be 
withdrawn for the inauguration of other pioneer work re- 
quiring like help. The former President of the Laymen’s 
Association generously offered to be one of ten to contrib- 
ute $100 toward that purpose. 

Nothing that our business men and women could do 
would contribute more effectively toward the cooperation 


with our Bishop in his wise outlook on possibilities for 
missionary adventures.

that will welcome all who really dare to follow Christ into 
the great Universal Church for which the world waits in 
travail and without which there is nothing else except dis- 
aster and a collapse of this civilization, followed, since 
Christ canot die, by some attempt by someone to make Christ 
real to the people.” 

The supreme need in the Church today is the spirit of 
tolerance and comprehensiveness which will allow a place 
in the Church for every type of Christian, whether Catholic, 
Evangelical or Liberal. If we believe in the continual pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit in the Church leading us on into 
an ever growing revelation of God through Christ in human 
life, then we must allow room for the free expression of 
those to whom the spirit speaks in new tongues of the new 
age. “Without a vision the people perish.” This has ever 
been the law of spiritual growth. We need, especially to- 
day, men of vision and courage to lead the New Reforma- 
tion. But we also need, among the members of the estab- 
lished, organized Churches, that spirit of sympathy and 
tolerance which will give our prophets at least a hearing. 
We, who believe that it is the special privilege of the Angli- 
can Communion that it is so comprehensive that it can be 
both Catholic and Protestant, have a special opportunity 
and responsibility at this critical period in the history of 
the Universal Church of Jesus Christ. We should offer a 
home of freedom to all seekers of the truth. This is the 
supreme challenge before our Church today. 

We should resist the tyranny of the majority which is 
threatening to encroach upon the liberty of the individual 
and the prophet and to suppress the opportunity for the 
expression of minority convictions. We are inclined to 
settle questions by legislative majority and political or ec- 
clesiastical dominance, instead of the method of freedom of 
speech, mutual tolerance, frank conference, and above all, 
by faith in the guidance of the Holy Spirit to lead us into 
all Truth. 

This tendency toward the suppression of the prophetic 
voice is not so obvious today as it was in former times. 
The Church of today does not resort to the former direct 
and crude methods of suppressing its prophets and leaders. 
As some has pertinently said: “The Church of today does 
not burn up its non-conformists; it freezes them out.” And 
the crumb of comfort is offered that freezing is a less pain- 
ful death than burning. However, it is equally fatal. In 
his Yale lectures on preaching, the late Bishop Charles D. 
Williams describes in realistic detail the ingenious process 
by which the combined political, economic and ecclesiasti- 
cal powers of reaction conspire to suppress freedom of 
speech and the prophetic liberty today. 

Perhaps it will ever be true, as our Lord frankly told His 
Apostles, that they would be persecuted from city to city 
for His name’s sake. Perhaps Rufus Jones is right when he 
says that all truth must be secured at a vicarious cost. “The 
lonely prophet of a larger truth must, in any age, suffer as 
Jeremiah did. He is bound to be misunderstood and at- 
tacked. He must expect to be villified by those whom he 
disturbs. Truth is very precious and very costly. It is 
only those who are ready to pay the price for it that can 
be its disciples and torch-bearers.”’ 

But the real Christian prophet is never afraid of an up- 
hill fight against heavy odds. There have always been lions 
in the way of real leaders. To such we commend the brave 
and inspiring words with which Bishop Williams closed 
his Yale Lectures, “The Prophetic Ministry for Today:” “It 
is a perilous day in which you go forth into your prophetic 
ministry, my younger brethren, this day of disillusionment. 
There are lions in the way. There are difficulties and dan- 
gers and demands everywhere that will test you through 
and through. But these difficulties, dangers and demands 
are sO many challenges and opportunities which make it 
the most glorious day in which men could be called to that 
ministry. Marcus Dodds said once, ‘I do not envy those 
who have to fight the battle of Christianity in the twen- 
tieth century. Yes, perhaps I do, but it will be a stiff fight.’ 
And, let me add, a stiff fight is what the true soldier of 
Christ loves.” 

QO God, who at this time didst teach the hearts of thy 
faithful people, by sending to them the light of thy Holy 
Spirit; grant us by the same spirit to have a right judgment 
in all things, and evermore to rejoice in his holy comfort.
